Subtited "A Magazine Of the Weird and Unusual", fT is generally regarded as Britain's 
Premier fantasy magazine, having won the British Fantasy Award five times and the 
World Fantasy Award in 1984. Editors are Stephen Jones and David Sutton, both well 
known in the fantasy field; Jones had previously edited Dark Horizons (q.v.), which 
coincidently is currently edited by Sutton, who had previously been editor of Shadow 
and Weird Window . FT has had a lengthy career, having made its debut in 1977. Ongin- 
ally the magazine had an attractive colour cover, and artwork has played an important 
part in its history, having published examples by Jim Pitts, Simon Horsfall, Bonnes 
Bok, Dave Carson, John Grandfield, Russ Nicholson, Stephen Fabian, Graham Manley, John 
Stewart, Andrew Smith, Randy Broekner. Allen Koszowski, Wendy All Mark Dunn, as well 
as a back-cover feature which continued between issues 1-13 (except issue 9 which had 
a wrap-around cover) and included Sylvia Starshine, Jim Fitzpatrick, Ian Hicks and 
David Crossland. The covers were black and white from issue 5, but have recently ret- 
urned to full colour. 

The fiction content has played the most important part of all, and FT has attracted 
many professional writers, as well as excellent stories from newer writers. The most 
success fill story to appear was "The Dark Country" by Dennis Etchison which won the 
World Fantasy Award, British Fantasy Award and appeared in "Year's Best Horror Stories 
X" edited by Karl Edward Wagner. Many Weird Tales authors have appeared and the flavour 
is very much in that magazines mould. A number of reprints are used in each issue, 
but these have proved to be very popular, often winning the "most popular story" poll.
